ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


1. We believe in one God; the Father; the Son 
and the Holy Ghost—equal in power and Glory.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage is compara- 
tively a young institution, having been in operation 
only about ten years. Its beginning was in a rented 
building in Jackson. But during the ten years of its 
life it has grown, and today the property consists of 
a nice farm and commodious brick buildings with all 
modern conveniences. The Home is owned and 
maintained by the Baptists of the State for the pur- 
pose of caring for destitute orphans. In this work , 
the denomination has wrought well. Under the di- 
rection of the superintendent, Bro. J. R. Carter, the 
Home has been very prosperous, both in the develop- 
ment of the plant, and in the training of the children 
placed in its care. One splendid brick building has 
been added during the past year, and the Home is 
caring for|about 135 children at present. This work 
should appeal to every church in_ the Association. 
Your committee recommends that each church make 
it a matter of study to know what we have in this 
Home, and what the Home is doing. We would
